The Dictators of Rome, under the form 


of Me quia detrimenti Reſpublica capiat, had 
a plenitude of Power; and ſo had the De- 
cemviri, Now tho? by theſe Words a full 


Power was conferr'd, twas however al- 


ways underſtood to be a Truſt originally 


intended for the People's Preſervation. 


Appius Claudius, at the head of the Decem- 
virate, as all Tyrants uſe to do, took ad- 
vantage of the neceſſity of the Times, 
which had veſted him and the reſt of the 
Decemviri with that Power, and interpre- 
ting himſelf to be unaccountable for his
